To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


In obedience to law, I have the honor to make the following 
report on Levee.matters : 

Statement A shows the amount of Levee Bonds and Surplus 
Certificates, both old and new series, outstanding, and interest 
on the same to January 1, 1877. 

Statement B is the trial balance to January 1, 1877, showing 
the debit, credit, and balance of each account. 

Statement C is an exhibit of accounts with the several Tax 
Collectors within the Liquidating Levee District, for the fiscal 
year 1875. - 

Statement D shows the Cash Indebtedness of the Liqui- 
dating Levee Office. 

Statement E shows Cash balances due the Liquidating Levee 
Office, in addition to balances from the Tax Collectors. . 

Statement F shows the transactions of the office in connec- 
tion with Levee District No. 1. - 

Statement G shows the transactions of the office in connec- 
tion with Levee District No. 2. 

Statement H shows the transactions of the office in connec- 
tion with Liquidating Levee District from May 1 to December 
31, 1876, inclusive. 

Some legislation seems requisite on account of the Tax Col- 
lectors’ commissions for collecting the tax of 1875. 

Some of the collectors claim that their commissions should ' 
be paid out of the currency collected. The Treasurer rules 
differently, and refuses to receive collections, unless paid in as 
collected, viz: 90 per cent. in bonds, and 10 per cent. in cur- 
rency, I think this question has interfered greatly with the 
receipts at this office on account of current collections. By 
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reference to Statement C, it will be seen that only three coun- 
ties have settled in full. One county, (Tunica,) has deposited 
‘bonds to make settlement, refusing to close the same unless 
allowed to retain the commissions, for collecting, in currency. 
Four counties have paid a portion of their indebtedness, and 
four counties have not paid anything. I would respectfully 
refer to the legislation required to secure the revenue of 1874 
and 1875, in the county of Tallahatchie, which is fully set 
forth in the note accompanying the exhibit of account with 
that county, Statement C. Some provision should be made to 
meet the c:sh indebtedness represented by the books of the 
office. The former Commissioner yet has a claim for services 
rendered, amounting, as shown in Statement B, to $750 23. 
The aecount of G. W. Boles, for $166 34, is a claim I much 
desire to see paid. Mrs. Bowles, the widow of G. W. Bowles, 
writes me that she is greatly in need of money. W. L. Nugent, 
and Pilot Publishing Company, also have just claims that 
should be satisfied, as well as the amounts due the several 
counties, as set forth in Statement D. 

The changes made by the Act creating two Commissioners 
instead of one, (one to audit accounts, and the other custodian 
of receipts) and making the State, County and Teachers’ 
taxes, as well as one- -third of the tax of Levee District No. 2, 
and one-third of Construction tax for the years 1874 and 1875, 
payable in Liquidating Levee funds, has greatly increased the 
labor connected with the office. 

Tax Sales and Redemptions are comprised of twelve different 
accounts. The keeping of these accounts correctly, and the 
labor involved in making calculations of principal required i in 
payment of taxes, issuing Surplusage Certificates, and making 
monthly settlements with the Treasurer, has made the work 
connected with the levee department greater than keeping me 
General Books of the Auditor's office. ` 

It has been found impossible to regulate the books and 
papers and make balance sheet of Levee District No. 1, 
_for want of time. I expect to commence the work as soon as 
possible. In Statement F will be found the work of this office 
in counection therewith.

— The amounts due from above counties, is for county 
tax refunded, in consequence of errors in lands returned for 
delinquent taxes, it being the intention to reserve the amount 
out of subsequent collections, for said counties, which was 
frustrated by changes made by the Legislature, before said col- 
lections could be made.
